The ueces- 
i sity for such laws is a concession that 
• the adoption of free silver coinag e 
j would naturally result in driving g old 
i and all currency based on g old, from 
circulation. 
No country that has 
free silver coinag e at a ratio of 1C 
| weig hts of silver to 1 weig ht of g old 
I is able to keep g old in circulation, as 
tbe bullion value is about 32 weig hts 
o f silver to 1 weig ht o f g old. 
Even 
with the limited coinag e and purchase 
; of silver by this g overnment under 
! the Blaiul-Allison and Sherman laws 
the volume of silver com ami curren­ 
cy had become so larg e that people 
become frig htened for fear the g ov 
em inent could not maintain the par­ 
ity of the two coin metals in circula­ 
tion and millions of bonds were issued 
to keep the g old reserve up and to 
redeem 
hi g old ali the redeemable 
paper money offered. 
The receut 
difficulties the nation ex perienced in 
ke eping all money as g ood as g old 
were insig nificant compared with the 
trouble that would follow’ free coinag e 
of silver, and we do not believe that 
any efforts of the g overnment could 
long maintain the parity of the metalb 
in circulation.

G o vernm ent Dam at Gull Lake. 
The Minneapolis Journal, under 
date of July 9th. says that althoug h 
the g overnment eng ineers in St. Paul 
have tiled a uotiee with tho state 
i auditor to the effect that they want 
permission under the statute to over- 
flow certain state lands for tho Gull 
Lake reservoir, they say very frankly 
that it may be some time before the 
work of constructing the reservoir is 
commenced. 
Tho funds at the dis­ 
posal of t ho eng ineering departm ent 
are very low. and im portant eng ineer­ 
ing work in all parts of tho country is 
practically at a standstill as a result. 
There is one chance in ten that the 
work may be commenced this fall; 
but nine chances to one that nothing 
will be done until the fall of 189G. 
If 
beg un this fall, the reservoir will be 
ready for use the following summer. 
Tho Gull Lake dam will affect terri­ 
tory in Cass and Crow W ing counties. 
It will cost somewhere between ?75,- 
000 and ?100.000, and tho g overnment 
eng ineers are waiting until th(» y have 
more than $ 5,000 in tho treasury be­ 
fore putting it under way. 
They are 
at work this summer acq uiring the 
rig ht to overflow land in the vicinity 
of tho ]akc\ and ex pect by fall to have 
75 per cent of this laud in their pos­ 
session. 
They have about 00 per cent 
tit present. 
Under act of cong ress, 
the g overnment can pay nothing for 
land tak» ‘n for reservoir pnrposes, and, 
thert'fort*, in cjtse there is opposition 
on the port of any small proprietor, 
whoso little all is at stake, or if some 
of the desired land is tied up throug h 
leg al processes, tho reservoir must 
wait. 
In all probability there will be 
several cases of this sort in the Gall 
Lake country, and if there are, the 
nex t cong rors will be asked to make a 
small appropriation 
to 
c<"» ver the 
m atter. 
“ We have two projects in view nt 
Gull Lake,” said A.O. Powell, United 
States assistant eng ineer, this morn­ 
ing . 
“We ure fig uring on a small 
dam, aud on a larg er one to come a 
little later. 
The small one, which will 
be the first constructed, as a m atter 
of course, will hold about 2,712,000,000 
g allons of water; tho larg er one, which 
will bo made from the small one as 
fast as the g overnment will allow, will 
hold 12 billionsof g allons. 
Tbe small 
reservoir will raise Gull Lake about 
five or six feet; the larg e one 12 to 14 
feet. 
The present water surface will 
not bo enlarg ed to ex ceed 5 per cent 
for either. 
;\s you may know’, the 
moro water surface, the g reater the 
g reater the evaporation; 
and if we 
were to follow the policy of flooding 
whole districts tho reservoirs would 
be of no practical use, for there would 
not be enoug h water. 
So heavy is 
tIn-: evaporation that we are only able 
to collect one-six th of the annual 
rail fall in any of our reservoir lakes. 
From tin-, you will understand that 
the reservoirs will not call for as much 
land for overflowing as mig ht, at tirst 
thoug ht, be supposed necessary. 
“When 
the 
smaller 
reservoir 
has been completed and put in opera­ 
tion tluTO will be at Minneapolis an 
additional water supply of 264 cubic 
feet per second; and the larg er reser­ 
voir will increase that to 1,000 cubic 
feet per second. 
The millers and 
lumbermen will appreciate what that 
means. 
“Last year and in 1893 our reser­ 
voirs adcU'd more than %COO cubic 
feet per second to tho water supply at 
Minneapolis. 
In 1N93 they increased 
thc> volume of water in tho rivor at 
Minneapolis 33 per cent, and in 1894 
the

holds the restore! for this race. 0:51. 
made in 1891, over the Ilenley course, 
one and one-half miles. 
Conseq uently there was au increase 
of interest iu this event when it was 
decided by drawing lots 
Jit the town 
hall. Henley , on Saturday last, that 
Cornell was to meet tin* Leauder crew, 
the most prominent ours men of Great 
Britain, In the first heat in which the 
Americans took part. 
The excitement 
vvjis at fever heat 
when the course was cleared in prep­ 
aration for the most important event 
r»f tin* day . the race between Cornell 
and Leauder in tin* third of tin* first 
series of trial heats for the Grand 
Challeng e Cup. When the umpire put 
the crews in position, Cornell was first 
In place, and Leauder slowly paddled 
to the |>olut assig ned to that crew. 
Several l**jits followed in the wake 
of the crews and tin* umpire sharply 
ordered tLeui away , as they seemed 
to seriously interfere with the I.e 
anders. 
•The umpire then said: 
“Hurry up, Leauder.” 
When the I.eander crew was in 
place, the umpire cried: 
"Are* y ou 
: ready ?” 
Cornell replied, “Yes.” 
A member of the I.eander said first 
“Yes.” and then the Lejinder stroke, 
C. W. Kent, turned and cried "No, 
no.” 
The umpire an instant liefore uad 
said: 
"Go.” 
Leauder at the word 
started, half her crew pulling for dear 
life, but the other* turned and shouted 
“No, not ready .” 
Cornt*li oif I.Ik** u Shut. 
The umpire waved his hand to Coi­ 
ned. which crew had taken the water 
promptly when the word was g iven, 
shot ahead and continued over the 
course. The umpire’s boat at first did 
not follow, and the Leamler crew, 
with the cockswain. F\ Beg g . in a ter­ 
rible rag e, pulled their boat toward 
the umpire’s launch, and Beg g said: 
“I told y ou we were* not ready .” 
To this the umpire made no reply , 
and his launch steamed ahead after 
the Cornell crew, which was now far 
down the stream,

The Leauders, until 
the 
umpire’s 
launch passed away out of s|» eaking 
distance, continued 
to shout wildly . 
“We are not ready ; why did y ou serve 
us so?” 
But the umpire did not l<Nik at them, 
and increased the speed «»f his launch. 
In the meantime the Cornell crew, 
pulling a steady , even stroke, seemed 
satisfied that they were in the rig ht in 
continuing the race. Passing the end 
of Reg atta island F\ I). Colson, the 
coxswain, half-turned and held up bis 
hands to the umpire’s launch, but th« * 
Impire* waved them on. and Colson. 
Mth ji satisfied look, q uickly resumed 
his position and g ave a sharp order 
to the crew, who had relaxed the tre­ 
mendous pace with which they had 
started. Then upon reaching the half- 
mile jH'St. where* the crowds beg an to 
thicken, the Cornell l>oy s were loudly 
rheered. A few feet Iiey ond this there 
wvre excited shouts coming from l» oth 
banks of the river, and the words, 
“Where is Leauder; why don’t they 
jnme? Jire* they lost?” could be heard 
every f**vv feet.

I is able to keep gobi in circulation, as 
the bullion value is about 32 weights 
o f silver to I weight of gold. 
Even 
with tho limited coinageand purchase 
of silver by this government under 
the BJaud-Allison and Sherman laws 
the volume of silver coin and curren­ 
cy had become so large that people 
become frightened for fear the gov­ 
ernment could not maintain the par­ 
ity of the two coin metals in circula­ 
tion and millions of bonds were issued 
to keep the gold reserve up and to 
redeem iii gold ait the redeemable 
pajK»r money offered.

Government Dam at Gull Lake. 
The Minneapolis Journal, under 
date of July 9tb. says that although 
the government engineers in St. Paul 
have lilod a notice with the state 
auditor to the effect that they want 
' permission under the statute to oter- 
tlow certain state lands for th© Gull 
Lake reservoir, they say very frankly 
that it may be some time before the 
work of constructing the resevvoir is 
commenced. 
I ho funds at th© dis 
posal of tho engineering departm ent 
are very low. and im portant engineer 
itig work in all parts of the country is 
practically at a standstill as a result 
There is one chance in ten that the 
work may be commenced this fall; 
but nine chances to one that nothing 
will be done until the fall of 18%. If 
begun this fall, the reservoir will be 
ready for use the following summer. 
The Gull Lake dam will affect terri­ 
tory in Cass and Crow W ing counties. 
It will cost somewhere between $75,- 
000 aud $100,000, and the government 
engineers are waiting until they have 
more than $5,000 in the treasury be 
fore putting it under way. 
They are 
at work this summer acquiring the 
right to overflow land in the vicinity 
of the lake, and expect by fall to have 
75 per cent of this land in their pos­ 
session. 
They have about 60 per cent 
at present. 
U nder act of congress, 
the government can pay nothing for 
land taken for reservoir purposes, and, 
therefore, in case there is opposition 
on the pert of any small proprietor, 
whose little all is at stake, or if some 
of the desired land is tied up through 
legal processes, the reservoir must 
wait. 
In all probability there will be 
several cases of this sort in the Gull 
Lake country, and if there are, the 
next congrers will be asked to make a 
small appropriation 
to c^ver the 
m atter. 
“We have two projects in view at 
Gull Lake,” said A. O. Powell, United 
States assistant engineer, this morn­ 
ing. 
“We are figuring on a small 
dam, and on a larger one to come a 
little later. 
The small one, which will 
be the first constructed, as a m atter 
of course, will hold about 2,712,000,000 
gallons of water; tho larger one, which 
will be made from the small one as 
fast as the government will allow, will 
hold 12 bill ions of gallons. 
The small 
reservoir will raise Gull Lake about 
live or six feet; the large one 12 to 14 
feet. 
The present water surface will 
not bo enlarged to exceed 5 per cent 
for either. 
As you may know, the 
more water surface, the greater the 
greater the evaporation, 
and if we 
were to follow the policy of flooding 
whole districts tho reservoirs would 
be of no practical use, for there would 
not be enough water. 
So heavy is 
tins evaporation that we are only able 
to collect one-sixth of the annual 
rail fall i’i any of our reservoir lakes. 
From tln-v you will understand that 
tho reservoirs will not call for as much 
land for overflowing i»s might, at first 
thought, be supposed necessary. 
“W hen 
the 
smaller 
reservoir 
has been completed aud put in opera­ 
tion there will be at Minneapolis an 
additional water supply of 264 cubic 
feet per second, aud the larger reser­ 
voir will increase that to 1,000 cubic 
feet per second. 
The millers and 
lumbermen will appreciate what that 
means. 
“Last year and in 1893 our reser­ 
voirs added more than ’2J00 cubic 
ft*et per second to the water supply at 
Minneapolis. 
In 1893 they increased 
the volume of water in the river a* 
.Minneapolis 33 per cent, and in 1894 
the volume of water was about 
doubled. 
-Tho coming fall we expect to com­ 
plete the Bandy Lako reseryoir, 30 
miles north of Ait kin, and to repair 
the dam at Leech Lake. 
The latter 
work w ill not interfere with the dam 
in any way.” 
Mr. Howell says that the water now 
stored in the reservoirs W ill be released 
early in August. 
He does not yet 
know *be exact day. the weather and 
the rainfall between now and the first 
of the month being an important 
factor in the problem. 
Maj. VV’ A. Jones, the engineer in 
charge of tho government work in the 
Northwest, is absent on a vacation 
and will not return to St. Paul before 
October.

Hie Leander Rowing club, composed 
mainly of ex-Oxford and Cambridge 
oarsmen, are

trophy, aud the Leander 
Boat club 
holds the record for this race. 6:51, 
made in 1891, over the Henley course, 
one aud one-half miles. 
Consequently there was an increase 
of interest in this event when it was 
decided by draw ing lots at the toxvn 
hall, Henley, on Saturday last, that 
Cornell was to meet the Leander crew, 
the most prominent oarsm en of Great 
Britain, in the first heat in which tho 
Americans took part. 
The excitement xxas at fever heat 
when the course was cleared in prep­ 
aration for the most im portant event 
of the day. the race between Cornell 
and Leander in the third of the first 
aeries of trial heats for the Grand 
Challenge Cup. W hen the um pire put 
the crews in position. Cornell was first 
In place, and Leander slowly paddled 
to the point assigned to that crew. 
Several K>ats followed in the xvake 
of the crews and the um pire sharply 
ordered them aw ay, as they seemed 
to seriously interfere w ith the Lo 
anders. 
T he umpire then said: 
“H urry up, Leander.” 
W hen the L eander crexv xxas in 
place, the umpire cried: 
“Are you 
ready?” 
Cornell replied, “Yes.” 
A member of the Leander said first 
*‘Yes.” and then the la u n d e r stroke, 
C. W. Kent, turned and cried “No, 
no.” 
The um pire an instant before ua*l 
said: 
“Go.” 
Loamier a t the xvord 
started, half lier crew pulling for dear 
life, but the others turned and shouted 
“No, not ready.” 
C o r n e l l Off L i k e a S h o t . 
The um pire xvaved his hand to Cor­ 
nell. xvliich crew had taken the xvater 
promptly when the word xvas given, 
shot ahead and continued over tilt* 
course. T he um pire’s K>at at first did 
not follow, and the L eander crew, 
with the cockswain. F. Bcgg. in a te r­ 
rible rage, pulled their K»at tow ard 
the um pire’s launch, and Begg said: 
“I told you xve were not ready.” 
To this the umpire made no reply, 
and his launch steam ed ahead after 
the Cornell crew, which xvas now far 
down the stream.

distance, continued 
to shout xvildly. 
“W e are not ready; why dill you serve 
us so?” 
B ut the umpire did not look at them, 
and increased the speed of his launch.

to think it will be a good thing for 
the city and county. 
A greater detri­ 
ment to the development and prosper­ 
ity of the city and county could 
scarcely be conceived than the carry­ 
ing out of this scheme. 
Gull Lake is 
just beginning to come to the front 
as oue of tho finest summer resorts of 
northern Minnesota, and its bass and 
pike tishiiiig are unsurpassed in any 
of the waters of the state. W hat does 
the building of this dam and main­ 
taining of this reservoir mean? 
It 
means a temporary benefit to the 
merchants of the city, and work for a 
hort time for a few men. 
It also 
means the total destruction of the 
beautiful shores of tho lake for sum­ 
mer cottages, and the splendid fishing 
the summer visitors now enjoy will 
be completely ruined. 
The mouey 
that will bo spoilt for the building of 
the dam will be as nothing when com­ 
pared to the over increasing benefits 
the city and county will derive from

Found A Floater. 
On Saturday Peter Swanson found 
tin* body of a man lodged in the grass i 
at the head of an island near where 
the Crow Wing river comes into the 
Mississippi. 
Mr. Swanson notified 
the coroner, and Deputy Coroner A 
E. Losey went down to get the re­ 
mains, taking a coffin with him, but 
the body was swollen to such an ex­ 
tent that it was impossible to get it 
into the coffin. 
The remains were al­ 
so so badly decomposed that after 
viewing them the coronsr had them 
buried on the banks of the river. The 
body had evidently been in the water 
over a month. 
The man was rospect- 
ably dressed, having on a frock coat, 
jeans pants, a good pair of shoes and a 
woolen shirt. 
In his [>ocket was a 
long purse containing $1.10 in nickels 
and dimes and a silver watch, but 
notbing which would lead to tho iden­ 
tity of the dead man. 
There were 
two 
receipted bills from Frink k 
J ennings, St. Cloud, and one from 
Twomely’s Bazaar, Little Falls, dated 
during the months of April and May, 
but they did not contain the name of 
the man to whom tho goods were sold. 
On the back of the bill from Little 
Falls was the name in pencil “ F. M. 
Roberts, Minneapolis," and in anoth­ 
er place “ Dwight, Friends.” 
The 
man was evidently 45 years of age, 
wore whiskers and was bald on the 
top of his head. 
There is no way of 
ascertaining how tho man got into 
the water and on one has been reported 
missing in this sociion of tbe country, 
and unless the above description will 
lead to his identification, it will always 
remain a mystery. 
The St. Cloud J ournal Press says: 
Messrs. Frink k J ennings of St. 
Cloud, are in receipt of a communica­ 
tion from A. E. Losev, deputy coro­ 
ner of Crow Wing county, inclosing 
two duplicate copies of goods pur­ 
chased from the store on April 4 and 
May 10.

The L ittle Falls Transcript in com ­ 
m enting on Bro. Stivers long silver 
letter to the St. Paul Globe, says: 
His greatest effort in the article is 
to show how it is i>OHsible, by various 
laws, to keep gold in circulation after 
free coinage is adopted. 
The neces­ 
sity for such laws is a concession that 
> the adoption of free silver coinage 


j would naturally result in driving gold 
and all currency based on gold, from 
circulation. 
No country that 
has 
free silver coinage at a ratio of 1G 
w eights of silver to 1 weight of gold 
l is able to keep gold in circulation, as 
the bullion value is about 32 weights 
o f silver to 1 w eight of gold. 
Even 
with the lim ited coinage and purchase 
of silver by this government under 
the BJ and-Alii son and Sherman laws 
the volum e of silver coin and curren­ 
cy had becom e so large that people 
become frightened for fear the gov­ 
ernment could not maintain the par­ 
ity of the two coin metals in circula­ 
tion and m illions of bonds were issued 
to keep the gold reserve up ami to 
redeem in gold all the redeemable 
paper money offered. 
The receut 
difficulties the nation experienced in 
keeping all money as good as gold 
were insignificant compared with the 
trouble that would follow free coinage 
of silver, and we do not believe that 
any efforts of th e governm ent could 
long maintain the parity of the metals 
in circulation. 
The more the silver- 
ites attempt to show how some new 
ideas in laws would accomplish that, 
the more it is apparent that the con­ 
dition is unnatural and unattainable. 
As soon as there is no limit to the 
number of 50 cent dollars the govern­ 
ment will make, there will bo a de­ 
cided limit to the number of 100 cent 
dollars the people will use.

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Government Dam at Gull Lake. 


Tho M inneapolis Journal, under 
date of July 9th, says that although 
the governm ent engineers in St. Raul 
have filed a notice with tho state 
i auditor to the effect that they want 
permission under the statute to over- 
flow certain state lands for the Gull 
Lnke reservoir, they say very frankly 
that it may be some time before the 
work of constructing the reservoir is 
commenced. 
Tho funds at the dis­ 
posal of tiie engineering department 
are very low. and important engineer­ 
ing work m all parts of the country is 
practically at a standstill as a result. 
There is one chance in ten that tho 
work may bo commenced this fall; 
but nine chances to one that nothing 
will be done until the fall of 1896. 
If 
began this fall, the reservoir will be 
ready for use the following summer. 
The Gull Lako dam will affect terri­ 
tory in Cass and Crow W ing counties. 
It will cost somewhere between $75,- 
000 and $100,000, and the governm ent 
engineers are waiting until they have 
more than $5,000 in the treasury be­ 
fore putting it under way. 
They are 
at work this summer acquiring the 
right to overflow land in the vicinity 
of the lake, and expect by fall to have 
75 per cent of this laud in their pos­ 
session. 
They have about 60 per cent 
at present. 
Under act of congress, 
the government can pay nothing for 
land taken for reservoir purposes, and, 
therefore, in case there is opposition 
on the part of any small proprietor, 
whose little all is at stake, or if some 
of tho desired land is tied up through 
legal processes, tho reservoir must 
wait. 
In all probability there will be 
several cases of this sort in the Gull 
Lake country, and if there are, the 
next congrers will be asked to make a 
small appropriation 
to 
c^ver the 
matter. 
‘*\Ve have two projects in view at 
G ull Lake,” said A.O. Powell, United 
Stales assistant engineer, this morn­ 
ing. 
“W e are figuring on a small 
dam, and on a larger one to come a 
little later. 
The small one, which will 
be the first constructed, as a matter 
of course, will hold about 2,712,000,000 
gallons of water; tho larger one, which 
will be made from the small one as 
fast as the government will allow, will 
hold 12 billioDsof gallons. 
The 6mall 
reservoir will raise Gull Lake about 
five or six feet; the large one 12 to 14 
feet. 
The present water surface will 
not be enlarged to exceed 5 per cent 
for either. 
As you may know, the 
moro water surface, the greater the 
greater the evaporation, 
and if we 
were to follow the policy of flooding 
whole districts the reservoirs would 
be of no practical use, for there would 
not be enough water. 
So heavy is 
this evaporation that we are only able 
to col 1» ct one-sixth of the annual 
raii fall 
i any of our reservoir lakes. 
From tins you will understand that 
the reservoirs will not call for as much 
land for overflowing us m ight, at first 
thought, be supposed necessary. 
“W hen 
the 
smaller 
reservoir 
has been completed and put in opera­ 
tion there will be at M inneapolis an 
additional water supply of 264 cubic 
feet per second; and the larger reser­ 
voir will increase that to 1,000 cubic 
feet per second. 
The millers and 
lumbermen will appreciate what that 
means. 
"Last year and in 1893 our reser­ 
voirs added more than 2AOO cubic 
feet per second to the water supply at 
Minneapolis. 
In 1893 they increased 
the volume of water in the river at 
Minneapolis 33 per cent, and in 1894 
ihe 
volume 
of 
water 
was about 
doubled. 
“The com ing fall we expect to com­ 
plete the Bandy Lako reservoir, 30 
m iles north of Aitkin, and to repair 
the dam at Leech Lake. 
The latter 
work w ill not interfere with the dam 
in any way.” 
Mr. Rowell savs that the water now’ 
stored lathe reservoirs will be released 
early in August, 
H e does not yet 
know *bo exact day, the weather and 
the rainfall between now and the first 
of the month being an important 
factor in the problem. 
Maj V> A. Jones, the engineer in 
charge of the government work m the 
Northwest, is absent on a vacation 
and will not return to St. Raul before 
j October.

For the Public Consideration. 


E d it o r D is p a tc h : There has been 
considerable discussion lately in re­ 
gard to the proposed dam to be built 
at the outlet of Gull Lake to create 
another reservoir for the convenience 
of the Minneapolis lumbermen, and 
a great many of our own citizens seem 
to think it will be a good thing for 
the city and county. A greater detri­ 
ment to the development and prosper­ 
ity of the city and county could 
scarcely be conceived than the carry­ 
ing out of this scheme. Gull Lake is 
just beginning to come to the front 
as one of tho finest summer resorts of 
northern Minnesota, and its bass and 
pike fishing are unsurpassed in any 
of the waters of the state. What does 
the building of this dam and main­ 
taining of this reservoir mean? 
It 
means a temporary benefit to the 
merchants of the city, and work for a 
bort time for a few men. 
It also 
means the total destruction of the 
beautiful shores of the lake for sum­ 
mer cottages, and the splendid fishing 
the summer visitors now enjoy will 
be completely ruined. 
The mouey 
that will bo spent for the building of 
the dam will be as nothing when com­ 
pared to the over increasing benefits 
the city and county will derive from 
tho increasing number of summer 
visitors that will be attracted to us by 
its beaut if a1 scenery and splendid 
fishing. 
Aside from all this we should look 
at it from a sanitary point of view. In 
the spring the reservoir will be full, 
and overflow all the low lands and 
swamps around its shores. 
Later in 
the season the water will be drawn off 
(to accommodate a few Minneapolis 
lumbermen) and will leave vast tracts 
of land in close proximity to the city 
covered with stagnant water which 
will be a menace to the health of our 
people. I, for one. say let some of 
our influential men take hold of this 
matter at once and nip it in the bud-

Found A Floater. 
On Saturday Peter Swanson found 
the body of a man lodged in the grass 
ut the head of an island near where 
the Crow Wing rivor comes into the 
Mississippi. 
Mr. Swanson notified 
the coroner, and Deputy Coroner A 
E. Losey went down to get the re­ 
mains, taking a coffin with him, but 
the body was swollen to such an ex­ 
tent that it was impossible to get it 
into the coffin. The remains were al­ 
so so badly decomposed that after 
viewing them the coroner had them 
baned on the banks of the river. The 
body had evidently been in the water 
over a month. 
The man was respect­ 
ably dressed, having on a frock coat, 
jeans pants, a good pair of shoes and a 
woolen shirt. 
In his pocket was a 
long purse containing $1.10 in nickels 
and dimes and a silver watch, but 
nothing which would lead to the iden­ 
tity of the dead man. 
There were 
two receipted bills from Frink & 
Jennings, S t Cloud, and one from 
Twomely's Bazaar, Little Falls, dated 
during the months of April and May, 
but they did not contain the name of 
the man to whom the goods were sold. 
On the back of the bill from Little 
Falls was the name in pencil “F. M. 
Roberts, Minneapolis,” and in anoth­ 
er place “Dwight, Friends.” 
The 
man was evidently 45 years of age, 
wore whiskers and was bald on the 
top of his head. 
There is no way of 
ascertaining how tho man got into 
the water and on one has been reported 
missing in this section of the country, 
and unless the above description will 
lead to his identification, it will alwuys 
remain a mystery. 
The St. Cloud Journal Press says: 
Messrs. Frink & Jennings of St. 
Cloud, are in receipt of a communica­ 
tion from A. E. Losey, deputy coro­ 
ner of Crow Wing county, inclosing 
two duplicate copies of goods pur­ 
chased from the store on April 4 and 
May 16. 
The first bill was sold by 
Harry Frink and the second by A. J. 
Jennings, and it was hoped by this 
means to identiy the body of a man 
found drowned in the Mississippi at 
the mouth of Crow Wing river last 
Sunday. 
The floater was a heavy set 
man, somewhat bald on the top of his 
head, with a long bushy beard and 
short mustache. The body had been 
in the water for at least one month, 
and the face was swollen beyond rec­ 
ognition. 
The goods sold were of 
little articles such as pins, needles 
and cheap handkerchiefs and it is the 
opinion of W. J. Jennings that the 
purchaser was a peddler who occasion 
ally made similar purchases at the 
Big Boston.

Henley-on-Thames, July 11. — The 
fifty-sixth anniversary of the W ater 
Derby in Great Britain lias opened 
ft ml promises to is* one of the most 
interesting on record.

for the Grand Challenge cup, the “blue 
ribbon” of aquatics, includes that of 
the crew from 
Cornell 
university, 
Ithaca. N. Y. 
The Grand Challenge 
rup w as first competed for in 1SS9, 
the Leauder Rowing club, composed 
mainly of ex-Oxford and Cambridge 
oarsmen. are 
tlie 
holders 
of 
iliis 
trophy, aud the Leauder 
Boat club 
holds the record for this race, 6:51. 
made in 1891, over the H enley course, 
one aud one-half miles. 
Consequently there was au increase 
of interest in this event when it was 
decided by drawing lots at the town 
hall, Henley, on Saturday last, that 
Cornell was to meet the Leauder crew, 
the most prominent oarsmen of Great 
Britain, In the first heat iu which the 
Americans took part. 
The excitem ent w as at fever heat 
when the course w as cleared in prep­ 
aration for the most important event 
of the day, the race between Cornell 
and Leauder in tlie third of tlie first 
series of trial heats for the Grand 
Challenge Cup. W hen tlie umpire put 
the crew s in position. Cornell w as first 
In place, and Leauder slow ly paddled 
to tin* point assigned to that crew*. 
Several lx>ats followed in tlie wake 
of the crews and the umpire sharply 
ordered them aw ay, as they seemed 
to seriously* interfere with the Le 
anders. 
The umpire then said: 
“Hurry up, Leauder.” 
W hen the Leamler crew was in 
place, the umpire cried: 
“Are you 
ready?” 
Cornell replied. “Yes.” 
A member of the Leauder said first 
“Yes,” and then tlie Leatuler stroke, 
C. W. Kent, turned and cried “No, 
no.” 
The umpire an instant before nad 
said: 
"Go.” 
Leauder at tin* word 
started, half her crew pulling for dear 
life, but the others turned and shouted 
“No, uot ready." 
C o r n e l l Off L i k e u S h o t . 
The umpire waved his hand to Cor­ 
nell, which crew had taken the w ater 
promptly when the word was given, 
shot ahead and continued over tlie 
course. 
The umpire’s boat at first did 
not follow, and tlie Leauder crew, 
with the cockswain. F. Begg. in a ter­ 
rible rage, pulled their boat toward 
the umpire’s launch, and Begg said: 
“I told you we were not ready.” 
To tiiis tlie umpire made no reply, 
and his launch steam ed ahead after 
tin* Cornell crew, which was now far 
down the stream. 
The Leanders, until 
the 
umpire’s 
launch passed aw ay out of speaking 
distance, continued 
to shout wildly, 
“We are not read3*; why did you serve 
us so?” 
But tlie umpire did not look at them, 
and increased the speed of his launch. 
In the m eantim e the Cornell crew, 
pulling a steady, even stroke, seemed 
I satisfied that tlit*y were in the right in 
continuing the race. 
P assing the end 
of Regatta island F. D. Colson, tin* 
coxswain, half-turned and held up his 
hands to the umpire’s launch, but the 
Im pire waved them on, and Colson, 
with a satisfied look, quickly resumed 
his position and gave a sharp order 
to the crew, who had relaxed tin* tre­ 
mendous pace with which they had 
started. Then upon reaching the half- 
m ile post, where flu* crowds began to 
thicken, the Cornell lx>ys were loudly 
cheered. A few feet beyond this there 
were excited shouts coming from both 
banks of the river, and the words, 
“W here is I.eandcr; wliv don’t they 
jfune? are they lost?” could be heard 
every few feet. 
“An English crew would never have 
kept on,” said ail excited Britisher. 
tin the 
grand stand 
am ong the 
Americans the feeling was one of 
great disappointment. 
An American 
said: 
“W ell, I would

licked us than have a tiling like this.”
